are climatic conditions, and ge products have a uni¬ 
versal reputation that will not be shaken for many 
years to come. 

One has only to look in ihe store windows of 
Victoria to understand how the Victoria merchant 
handles woolens from Britain. He advertises them 
as such. In perfectly legitimate commercial fashion 
he rubs it in, as it were, during the tourist* season be¬ 
cause he knows that our friends from the United 
States come here and demand clothing made of ma¬ 
terial produced in the Old Country.

Incidentally, it 
should be mentioned in this latter connection that our 
favorable trade balance with the -United Kingdom 
for the three years ending with last July is no less 
than $716,349,333. Mr. Meighen's policy would 
cut this business in half. Can this country afford it> 
We venture to say that it can not. 

And how the Conservatives would still further 
curtail the business of Canadian ports will be under-, 
stood from Mr. Meighen's declaration that the measure 
of freight rate justice recently obtained by the West 
was "utterly indefensible.” Yet the people of this 
Province know perfectly well that without that com¬ 
mon justice it would not be practicable to develop 
Pacific Coast ports to an extent which would pre¬ 
serve the business of distributing Canada’s annual 
grain crop for Canadian railroads and Canadian ports. 
But the Conservative leader and his followers would 
not give the West a better freight rate arrangement.
